Hard fighting continued along the 


line of the British 
attack 
and 
a 


slight advance was scored by Gen- 
eral Haig's forces in the vicinity of 
Thiepval. 
The French pushed to the south 


of the river now threatens Barleux 
and VillerB-Carbonnell, crucial posi- 
tions in the German defense of the 
railway center at Peronne. 


On the other bank of the

the French are striking east of the 
Village of H«m which they captured 
yesterday. 
Local engagements

RESUMPTION OF 


FRENCH ADVANCE 


ALONG THE SOMME

Paris, July 6 —Last night was 


generally quiet north and south of 
the river Somme, says today's offi- 
cial statement of the war office. 


The Anglo-French offensive in Pi- 


cardy has had another day of sub- 
stantial progress outstanding fea- 
tures being the resumption of the 
French advance north of the Somme 
and the capture of German second 
position there. 


Complete preparations had 
been 


made quietly in this section, virtually 
unhindered by the 
Germans while 


the French forces south of the river 
pulled up level and got a thorough 
grip on the Germans' second posi- 
tions. 
This was accomplished 
by 


the ejection of the Germans from 
the part of Bstrees they still held 
and the capture of their communica- 
tions between Estrees and 
Belloy. 


The northern troops then emerged 
from their trenches and dashed for- 
ward.

A vital element of the advertis- 


ing problem was taken up at the an- 
nual convention at Philadelphia of 
the Associated Advertising Clubs of 
the World. 
Ah accounting system 


was recommended by which retail 
merchants can test out the results of 
advertising.. How 
complicated or 


difficult this would be for the or- 
dinary small merchant is not stat- 
ed. But it is the experience of most 
newspaper 
people 
that 
merchants 


make no reliable tests of the value 
of advertising. 


After paying for a good line of 


publicity, many merchants seem to 
feel that they do not have to co-op- 
erate. A person reads about the bar- 
gains in the newspaper, and comes to 
the store with a definite purpose to 
buy. 
The advertised goods are fre- 


quently nat emphasized. 
There is 


nothing in the way they are display- 
ed to make the customer realize that 
they are considered as having any 
special value.

made in the show window. At least 
they should be placed on the count- 
ers in conspicuous positions near the 
front of the store. Many merchants 
allot a certain counter space for these 
special bargains and find a constant 
stream of people coming direct to this 
spot where they have learned to look 
lor special opportunities. 


A lot of cards ought to be printed 


with the words "As Advertised" con- 
spicuous, and room to write or sten- 
cil in the price underneath. 
These 


should be displayed as far as possible 
with every bargain prominently ad- 
vertised. 


When a customer enters a 
store 


and sees advertised goods displayed 
in this way, the favorable impression 
given by the advertisement is deep- 
ened and 
confirmed. The 
idea is 


given that the bargain is a real one, 
in which the merchant has confi- 
dence. If handled in this way, a test 
according to the methods suggested 
by the Advertising Clubs will show 
results that would surprise a great 
many merchants.

The Increasing shortage of wool 


in the United States I* exceeding any 
ether factor In th« trade, despite the 
predictions 
that 
lack of a 
tariff 


would destroy the sheep 
industry. 


Front 1901 to 1»1S. the number of 
sheep of shearing age in the United 
States dropped from 41.000,000 to 
36.000,000. while the value of 
the 


product Increased from $54,000,000 
to 185.000,000. 


In 1901 eight grades of wool av- 


eraged 30 eeuts per pound. In 1916, 
these same grade* of wool averaged 
50 cents. 
Sheep on the hoof have 


advanced from 7 or 8 cents a pound 
to 12 cents. 
Uncle 
Sam is using 


twice as much wool as ne produces. 
While the population of the country 
has increased 15.000.000. its wool 
production ha* declined 12 per cent. 


One factor In all this is that the 


American appetite 
Is rising 
from 


mutton to lamb, thug necessitating 
the killing of the animals before the 
wool production 
period. 
At 
the 


same time, sheep raising is being 
forced out 
by 
high-priced 
land. 


There remains, 
however, a 
large 


amount of comparatively waste land 
when sheep can forage to the best 
advantage. 
As might be expected, 


the centre Of wool production 
has 


moved from the central states to the 
waste mountain 
lands of the 
far 


West. 


If colleges of agriculture set 
to 


work to popularize sheep and show 
how to make them profitable, much 
could be 
accomplished in sheep 


restoration within a decade. 
It is 


noticeable that 
farmers 
appear to 


have forgotten all about the 
wool 


tariff.

Drydooking a Warship. 


One of the operations a naval officer 


dislikes more than anything else is 
docking a big warship to niulrrgo re- 
pairs. It is one of the most difficult 
and tricky Jobs imaginable, and the 
slightest cdielessness may mean mighty 


jy damage. 


Before being floated Into the dock 


the vessel is usually lightened of every- 
tlilug that can be easily taken from 
her, and then she is towed In by tugs. 


The greatest care has to be taken to 


get the huge mass to float in exactly 
its proper position so that when the 
water is pumped out of the dock U 
will come to rest upon the keel blocks 
in such a way that its great weight is 
evenly distributed 
These big repair- 


ing docks, or graving docks, as they 
are usually called, are built in a series 
of steps, so that they are much nar- 
rower at the bottom than at the top. 
These steps give support to the balks 
of timber which keep the vessel up- 
right. 


A foat, called a "marker," is used 


to show that the battleship is in its 
right position before the water la 
drained away. Any miscalculation and 
the vessel might heel, over, and there Is 
no stopping a 25,000 ton ship when it 
begins doing that—Pearson's.

immersed in hot water until melted. 
As it softens add the oil and salt and 
alum. 
The carmine should be' add- 


ed last. 
Then remove the mixture 


from the water and beat it until it 
forms a smooth cream. 
Rub this 


into the nails several times daily. 


The best remedy for brittle nails 


is oil. 
I advise you to 
soak 
the 


finger tips for five or ten minutes 
every night in warmed almond oil. 
The same oil may be used over and 
over, and it should be warm, 
not 


hot. When the surface of the nails 
show ridges and there is a general 
appearance 
of 
coarseness, 
apply 


grease about the 
edges 
whenever 


possible. 
Cleanse the 
nails 
with 


grease, instead of using soap or nail 
bleach. 
It will produce a satin-Ilka 


appearance and a desirable tinge of 
pink. 


Many women use cold cream about 


their nails, but I find that vaseline 
is far better. After you have soaked 
the finger tips hi the heated almond 
oil, take an orange stick and proceed 
to fill the cuticle about the base Of 
the nails with vaseline. The .super- 
fluous grease may be removed with 
a piece of chamois or absorbent cot- 
ton. Treat the nails every 'night In 
this manner, and you will notice an 
improvement in their condition. ,

with Luther that Noah'a flood radical- 
ly altered the original arrangements 
of the streams.—London Chronicle. 


Life of • Phonograph Record. 


The life of a record is a matter of 


some interest to the owner of a phono- 
graph. With ordinary use a disk should 
last Indefinitely. Of course the friction 
of steel, tungsten or sapphire on even 
the hard set material will eventually 
wear it out, but unless you play some 
particular piece many hours a day 
there is no deterioration. The ques- 
tion of "overtones" comes up In this 
connection. 
It lina been stated that 


the overtones wear off a record more 
quickly than the notes of the domi- 
nant octave and thus spoil the quality 
of the recorded voice even while leav- 
ing pitch and volume unimpaired. It 
Is true enough tb:it the quality of any 
musical note depends largely on the 
overtones, but there is nothing In the 
theory that overtones are destroyed 
by normal playing of a record.—Klch- 
moud Times-Dispatch. 


To Preserve Cider. 


The only satisfactory way of pre- 


serving cider In its sweet, fresh state 
is to treat It the same as grape juice is 
treated. 


Take the cider as It comes from the 


press and gradually heat to a tempera- 
ture of 170 to 180 degrees. Care should 
be taken not to heat It to more than 
ISO degrees, else the flavor will be 
harmed. 
After the temperature has 


been held at that point for fifteen min- 
utes the juice is bottled at once In 
clean, airtight bottles that have been 
previously scalded and are hot when 
the elder Is Introduced. 


Cork with stopper* that can be push- 


ed into the neck of the bottles a little 
below the neck of the rim and fill the 
small cavity with paraffin.—Farm and 
Elreaide, 


Shakespeare In Franc*. 


Shakespeare now baa a host of ad- 


mirers in France, but his works were 
absolutely unknown in that country 
until nearly a century after his death. 
The first mention of Shakespeare in a 
French book occur* in a translation of 
Sir William Teraple'a essays, published 
1003, and his play:) were not translated 
until 1770. Bacon, on the other hand, 
was widely rend in France during his 
lifetime. His essays were translated 
Into French almost as soon ai they ap- 
peared in England, and three editions 
of to* translation were rapidly ex
